Many years ago JOE TURNEY whose, duty it was 
to take prisoners from Shelby County to the peniten¬ 
tiary at Nashville, Tennessee, was in the habit of 
handcuffing great numbers of NEGROES to a long 
chain, whereupon,

^^Come with Forty Links of Chain," 
was sung by sorrowing friends. 

The melody is so striking that it has served a quar¬ 
ter of a century as a dance number and is today the 
most remarkable ^^Blues" number on record.
